The death of a King 
also a high official in Masonic 
circles is an event that is very rare 
indeed, and as was pointed out by a 
member of one of the local lodges, it 
is unlikely that any who participated 
in the service yesterday will ever again 
take part in a similar one,

The ritual was that of the “Lodge of 
Sorrow.” It is the only work of 
the (Masonic order that ds of a public 
The service will ‘be repeated 
on Friday evening in ‘the Empire 
Theatre. Yesterday afternoon the 
lodge room was decorated in black, 
the several stations being covered with 
the same emblem of mourning. In the 
centre of the room was placed a cata- 
talque, which consisted of a rectan- 
gular pluatform about six feet Jong 
by four feet wide, on which avere two 
smaller platforms, so that ‘three steps 
were represented. On the third and 
highest platform was a craised dais on 
which was olaced an urn, the whole 
being heavily draped in black.

At each corner of the platform was 
.w candlestick, bearing a lighted taper, 
and near it, facing the East, was. seat- 
eda brother with an extinguisher. On 
the masters’ pedestal was ‘placed: a 
‘Vighted taper and a skull, and onthe 
catafalque was a pair of white gloves 
and alambskin apron, with the inmsig- 
nia of a grand master.

When the service started, the lights 
on the «catafalque were burning and 
vhe lights in the lodge room svere all 
«dim. After all the members overe in 
their splaces, the avorshipful amaster 
opened the ceremony iby asking the 
senior warden for what purpose ‘the 
meeting was called.

* Washington, D.C, May 16—The 
conference at the White House which 
began shortly after eleven o'clo’ck on 
Saturday night and which was not 
concluded until after one o'clock Sun- 
day morning, the President undoubt- 
edly believes, has brought the regu- 
lar organization senators and such a 
number of insurgents and Near in- 
Surgents together that there is no 
longer reason to car the existence 
of a working and voting Republican 
majority 

The conference resulted in mutual 
concessions, a clearing of the sur- 
charged political atmosphere and a 
realization on the part of every par- 
ticipant that something tangible must 
grow out of the present session of 
congress, if the country is not to be 
thrown into such confusion that the 
Republicans’ success in ‘the next Pre- 
sidential campaign will 
gered. 

While the President and his intim- 
ate advisers did not yield in any 
Important esseatials, certain moditica- 
tions have been agreed to with re- 
gard to the railroad bill that the ma- 
jority of Republicans in the senate 
can consistently support. it 

From now on they will fight united- 
ly for its enactment Section nine of 
the bill provides that whenever any 
schedule is filled stating any new 
rite, fare of charge, joint rate, classi- 
fication, practice, etc., the commission 
may, upon complaint, or upon its own 
initiative, without complaint, enter up- 
on it hearing, Pending such hearing 
the commission js given authority id 
suspend the: operation of such sched- 
ules, rates, ete, but not fora longer 
period than - sixty days. 

The jiouse fixed this suspension for 
a period not longer than 120 days. 
At this conference the longer period 
was agreed to and the Senate bill will 
be made to conform to the house re- 
quirements. The senate also provid-

Chicago, May 15.—Chicago's tribute 
to King Edward VII, was expressed 
this evening by more than 3,500 per- 
sons, among them the most promin- 
ent in the city, who filled the Auditor- 
ium Theatre to overflowing. An hour 
before the services were to start the 
theatre was crowded and the street 
outside was filled with people who 
made vain attempts to enter. Tfash- 
ionable society women mingled with 
the fortunate, and the — crush 
around the main entrance required po- 
lice regulation. 

After the playing of a funeral march 
and Seraph’s Chant at a prelude, the 
Rey. Richard Rowley made the in- 
vocation, which was followed by the 
hymn, “Lead, Kindly Light,” the en- 
tire audience rising and singing. The 
Rev. Jas. MacLagan then read from 
the Scriptures, after which the hynn 
“Nearer My God to Thee” was sung 
by all. 

The Rev. John Baleom Shaw then 
offered a short: prayer, followed by

another funeral march. The memor- 
ial sermon was read by Dr. Frank 
G. Gunsulaus, who vlauded the late 
monarch and gave a short recital of 
his virtues.

Everyone Should Adopt a Child. 

Did it ever occur to you what a dit- 
ferent place this world would be if 
everyone who could possibly afford 
to do so would adopt a child?) How 
many thousands of “moral lives” of 
restless women and _ little, 
pinched babies would be saved if only 
people would just open their doors 
and take into their homes a little 
child? 

Dr. Lindsay Wynekoop of Uhicago 
brought home the thought clearly 
enough when she made the sugges- 
tion the other day that everybody 
with an income of $25 a week or over 
should adopt a child. 

“He who adopts a child,” said Dr 
Wynekoop, “does more good — than 
Rockefeller, Carnegie, or even Flor- 
ence Nightingale. 

“T have four children,” and one 
stood beside her, sturdy, stanch, com- 
pact, healthy looking and well dress- 
ed, this little eight-year-old, fair hair- 
ed, pink and white faced chap had 
come to the conference with his moth- 
er. “Three of them are my own and 
one of them I adopted. I am a busy 
woman; | have a large practice; I am 
professor of biology and embry- 
ology in the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. | have a bigs house 
to look after. And I have the chil- 
dren to bring up. 

“Still, I questioned myself closely 
and I] knew that I had the time and 
the money for another child, so | 
adopted one, little Mary Louise, 2 
year ago. She was then three weeks 
old. L think that it was my duty 
toward the race for me to do so. | 
j think it is the duty of every person,. 
than or woman, who an possibly af- 
ford it to do just. this. 

“No other act of humanitarianism 
can exactly take the place, of this. 
You can give all of the money in the 
world, you can give more money than 
has gone in the Rockefeller founda- 
tions, but it will not touch the same 
fertile spot in the human soul that a 
little spark of motherly kindness will 
sink into. ' 

“If everybody who could afford it 
would take one child, infant mortal- 
ity among the poor, which Dr. Bil- 
lings says is now almost 50 per cent. 
of the whole, would be decreased one- 
half. And of those children who live, 
the mortality of their morals would 
be decreased on a larger percentage 
than that.”

Great Diversity of Crops. 


‘the people of Western Canada have 
talked wheat to such an extent that 
they are apt to forget t that there may 
be other things even more projitable 
than wheat which can be produced } 
to very great advantage. The Ed- 
monton district is particularly favor- 
ed in beihg able to raise to advantage 
a'great diversity of crops, all or any 
of which are highly profitable to the 
husbandman. Last year Mr. Fred. J. 

{cLay of west 1-2-4-55-24, about 12 
miles north of Edmonton, had a very 
good stand on one hundred acres of 
timothy. As an experiment Mr. Nic- 
Lay threshed about one-quarter of 
this, and for the seed so obtained he 
received.an even six hundred dollars. 
He also sold the hay after threshing 
at $15 per ton. The unthreshed por- 
tion-of the crop he sold at $17 per 
ton. 

As timothy, like alfalfa and other 
fodder crops, is a sure crop in the 
Edmonton country, and gives good 
yields, it is gradually coming into fav- 
or with the more progressive far- 
mers.
